Porterville Plaza only a “small” shopping center? 


That it is when compared to shopping centers in Visalia, or ~ 


Bakersfield, or Fresno. , 

But when compared to downtown Porterville, its dimensions 

change. for the Porterville Plaza will add almost as much new, 
ound-level retail sales floor space as now exists in downtown 
orterville. 

After demolition of buildings to make way for new parking 
areas. downtown Porterville, defined as the area between Olive and 
Cleveland, and D and Third streets, has 508,790 square feet of 
business floor space. 

Porterville Plaza will have 229,097 square feet of gross floor 
area. 
But here is the difference. 

Virtually all of the new shopping center floor area will be retail 
sales space. 

In downtown Porterville, possibly 40 to 50 per cent of the 
business floor space is for other than retail sales - financial, real 
estate, insurance, savings and loan, service stations, theaters, banks, 
and similar types of ‘‘service”’ businesses. 

So this means there will be almost as much new, modern, retail 
sales area in the Porterville Plaza as in the old, and not-so-modern 
downtown Porterville. 

So what do we do about it, downtown Porterville? 

Throw up our hands and cry quits? 

Nope. 

Tell ourselves that we’ve been here for a hundred years; that 
we've made it; that no one is going to tell us how to run our 
business; that “Ill go my way, you go yours, and don’t bother me?” 

Nope. 

We’re going to start thinking and planning and working as retail 
sales merchants of the downtown Porterville shopping center, not as 
an isolated, individual business firm; we’re going to start advertising 
and merchandising and modernizing as a downtown business unit, 
not as a completely independent, single business; whether we like it 
or not, we’re going to get together to develop and promote 
downtown Porterville.

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State Spends More Than It Gets; 
Financial Status Depends On 
Who Has Sharpest Pencil 


EXETER - Whether or not 
the state has a surplus at the end 
of the fiscal year - and how 
much - is a matter of “whose 
pencils are working and how you 
view the state financial picture 
as a whole,” Senator Howard 
Way told his home Kiwanis club 
in Exeter. 

Senator. Way discussed the 
complexities of state finance as a 
member of the senate finance 
committee, made up of the 13 
senior senators. The committee 
must review the budget and pass 
on every piece of legislation 
which requires state spending. 

He commented that the state 
director of finance has reported 
a general fund surplus at the 
close of the fiscal year of over 
$100,000,000. 

“This is not a large surplus in 
view of the record $5.7 billion 
budget,”” Senator Way said. “‘It is 
obvious that it was made 
possible by several factors, 
including higher sales tax 
revenue because of higher 
business activity and with 
inflation as a contributory cause. 
The surplus is also due in part to 
economy measures taken by the 
administration. 

“Since there appears to be a 
favorable balance,” the senator 
continued, “I believe in giving a 
break to the overburdened 
taxpayers. I have consistently 
supported the concept of 
returning $155 million to the 
counties expressly for reducing 
taxes.” 

However, Senator Way pointed 
out, the state’s fiscal picture is 
not as rosy as the general public 
has been led to believe by press 
releases from Sacramento. 

“It is still a fact that the state 
continues to spend annually 
more money than it takes in,” 
he said. “One thing we have 
accomplished with 
administration support is to slow 
down the rate at which spending 
has exceeded income over a 
period of many years. The age of 
fiscal gimmickry at state level 
has, we hope, passed. 

“However, we are continuing 
to finance capital outlay by 
bond issues for schools and 
other institutions. The California 
Water plan has financial 
problems because of inflation 
and rising construction costs 
which complicate the on schedule 
completion of the project. As
